Health Center expands 
family planning clinic

Are you aware of your 
sexuality”? Are you having 
problems with it? Did you know 
there has existed a program for 
people like you and that this 
program has expanded its service? 

Students who are interested in 

itth control sessions but who 
haven't been to the Thursday 
evening film and rap sessions in 
the student health center can now 
attend a Tuesday evening session 
at? 

The Tuesday evening session is 
open to anyone interested 
Questions concerning sexuality, 
sex education, birth control and 
anything else of interest to those 
attending are encouraged 

To date, the family planning 
clinic held on Thursday evenings 
has been successful. About 25 to 
30 people have been attending the 
film and discussion sessions and 


many are there just to find out 
more about birth control. It 
hasn't become a program where 


every girl on campus is running to 
the health center for pill 
prescriptions. Participants in the 
weekly series include married and 
engaged couples and single men 
and women who are interested in 
finding out more about i 

The Tuesday sessions wi'l just be 
discussion sessions and Dr 
Suzanne Snively, college 
physician, hopes that it will turn 
into a discussion rather than a 
question and answer period 
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As a result of the Thursday 
evening sessions there is a waiting 
list to see a doctor for physical 
examination for prescriptions for 
the pill. However, it is not very 
long and the program is working 
smoothly and well, according to 
Dr. Snively 
Waiting lists for examinations for 
the Thursday evening program are 
a little longer than usual this 
month than last because Dr 
Eleanor Rodgerson, who had been 
gving the examinations, is on 
vacation. The medical community 
in Sacramento has helped out by 
volunteering to give exams while 
she is gone. They get paid for 
their services and their efforts 
have helped prevent an even 
longer waiting period 

New staff members have also 
been added to the health center, 
bringing the equivalent of full 
time doctors to the center to five 
The new additions are Dr. Ida 
Hilliard, who will be here 
half-time, and Dr. Allan Knudson, 
who will be here full time

A developing 
country’s major manpower 
problem usually stems directly 
from its major educational 
problem: a low percentage of 
school attendance, mainly at the 
secondary level, because of 
teacher and classroom shortages 
For the past nine years, since it 
was first proposed by the late 
President John F. Kennedy, the 
Peace Corps has played a dual role 
in combatting the teacher 
shortage. Literally by the 
thousands, Peace Corps volunteers 
have served as classroom teachers 
in developing countries. Most of 
them have worked at the 
secondary levei, while volunteers 
with experience in teaching are 
assigned to teacher-training 
programs to help the host 
countries fill classrooms with their 
own teachers 

In order to be eligible to become 
a Peace Corps volunteer, you must 
be 18 years or older and a U'S. 
citizen. If you are married, you 
must serve with your 
spouse both husband and wife 
meeting the Peace Corps

Since the recruiters have arrived, 
several SSC students have already 
applied as volunteers. In regard to 
SSC’s reponse to their efforts, 
Cameron declared, “Peace Corps 
interest on the Sac State campus 
has been increasing in recent 
years. There is still an apathy on 
the part of most students. I hope 
their indifference is directed 
toward the Pease Corps as an 
organization, rather than to the 
people and problems that the 
Peace Corps confronts. It is not 
important whether a person joins 
the Peace Corps or Vista or just 
tutors a few local youngsters.”
